Retain Streetcars. 


The Missouri Public Service 
Commission’s order of last week 
permitting the substitution of 
busses for streetcars on seven city 
and St. Louis county lines of the 
Public Service Co. seemed headed 
for a court test today, at least 
as to three of the lines involved. 

The city councils of three coun- 
ty municipalities last night went 
on record as continuing their op- 
position to the bus substitution 
on the lines traversing their cor- 
porate areas, and one of them 
authorized its city attorney to file 
a motion with the commission for 
a rehearing. 

This last was the City of Ladue, 
whose council adopted a resolu- 
tion offered by Councilman Karl 
P. Spencer to continue the fight 
against removal of the Clayton 
04 streetcar line in favor of a bus 
line along Clayton road and to 
direct City Attorney J. H. Cun- 
ningham Jr. to file a motion for 
a rehearing. 

Study Is Ordered. 

The other municipalities were 
Richmond Heights and University 
City, the former opposing the sub- 
stitution on the Brentwood and 
Kirkwood lines, the latter resist- 
ing the similar proposal on the 
Creve Coeur line. Their city coun- 
sels ordered a study made of the 
commission order with a view to 
* instituting a legal attack on it. 

The Ladue meeting was attend- 
ed by-about 12 residents of that 
community who, as the Citizens 
Committee of Ladue, had formal- 
ly intervened in the hearing be- 
fore the commission. One of these, 
Commissioner John J. Wolfe of 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
pointed out that published reports 
of the commission order indicat- 
ed it was cuntingent on the Public 
Service Co. obtaining necessary 
operating permits for its busses 
from the municipalities affected. 

“If this is se,” he continued, 
“the order is a legal nullity be- 
cause it leaves to the municipal- 
ities the final decision on the 
proposition. The City of Ladue 
could use this leverage to force 
the company to continue the 04 
line, if this interpretation is cor- 
rect.” 

He expressed some doubt that 
the actual text of the order would 
support such an interpretation, 
however. 

Rehearing Motion First Step. 

_ $pencer pointed out that the 
filing of a motion for a rehearing 
is a necessary first step in a court) 
test of the order. 

“In the event of an unfavorable 
ruling on the motion, the statutes 
puthorize us to take the order be-. 
fore the Circuit Court of the 
City of St. Louis, where the hear- 
ing was held, or in the Cole Coun- 
ty Circuit Court at Jefferson 
City.” he said. 

“The trial would be based upon 
the record compiled in the com- 
mission hearing but the court 
would be free to review the find- 
ings of fact as well as the con- 
clusions of law, according to a 
recent decision in this state. Any 
appeal from the Circuit Court 
would be directly to the Missouri 
Supreme Court,” he said. 

Spencer estimated the time re- 
quired for a final decision, in the 
event the case was appealed, 
would be a year and a half. In 
answer to an inquiry, he expressed 
the opinion the changeover could 
not be ‘made by the company until 
a final decision had been obtained. 

Wolfe pointed out the motion for 
a rehearing had to be filed before 
the effective date of the order. As 

no one had seen the text of the 
order, it was not known just when 
the order was to become effective, 
but Cunningham pointed out the 
published account of it had stated

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 16 (UP) 
—Two 14-year-old boys, who con- 
fessed shooting a man in a_ rob- 
bery when he resisted them, ap- 


peared in Municipal Court today 
for arraignment on murder 


charges. 

Municipal Judge Joseph M. 
Howard told Wiley Senteney and 
Mitchell Bryant they would be 
“treated like adults.’ The boys 
appeared interested, but calm. 

Judge Howard continued the 
hearing until next Tuesday to 
give the boys’ lawyer time to plan 
his strategy. 

The Senteney boy walked into 
police headquarters yesterday, laid 
two bexes of ammunition and a 
nickel-plated revolver on the coun- 
ter, and said: “I want to turn 


these in. I want to confess, too. 
It’s been bothering me.” 

Authorities said the youth. told 
them he _ killed James Kelly 
Brooks, 27, a packing house work- 
er and Marine veteran, Nov. 3 
in an alley near the _ victim’s 
home. ’ 

Senteney, who said he wants to 
be a preacher, admitted he pulled 
the trigger, but he implicated 
young Bryant, who signed a 
statemefit that he helped hold up 
Brooks. 

“We didn’t pick Brooks especi- 
ally,” one of the boys said. “We 
wanted money and we just de- 
cided to try anyone who came 
along.” 

Senteney said he and Bryant 
“weren't going to shoot anybody, 
but this man lunged at us and I 
pulled the trigger. Then we got 
scared and ran.” 

Bryant said he returned to the 
scene “to watch the excitement” 
after police arrived. 

Authorities earlier had aban- 
doned a robbery theory because 
Brooks’s billfold and watch were 
found when a passerby saw him 
lying in the alley. , 

Officials said Senteney ap- 
peared in Juvenile Coyrt in June 
1944, on charges of stealing a 
bicycle and $20, and was charged 
‘last July with squirting ammonia 
in a dog’s eyes. They said Bryant 
had no record.

Pro - Government newspapers 
splashed their buildings with red 
posters and exploded firecrackers 
to call attention to placards an- 
nouncing the Communists had 
been routed northeast of Suchow 
and were withdrawing northeast- 
ward.

WISH ARMISTICE 
AS STEP TO PEACE 


Security Council Ap- 
proves Canadian Reso- 
lution After Rejecting 
Russian Proposal. 


PARIS, Nov. 16 (AP) — The 
United Nations Security Council 
ordered Arabs and Jews today to 
establish an immediate armistice 
in Palestine to “facilitate the 
transition from the present truce 
to a permanent peace.” 

The 1l-nation Council voted on 
the resolution in settiong : ia 
and the Soviet Ukraine abst#ined. 

Previously, the Council re- 
jected a‘Russian proposal calling 
for the immediate establishment 
of a formal peace. | 

The resolution. adopted was sub- 
mitted by Canada, with the sup- 
port of Belgium and France. The 
Council rejected a Syrian attempt 
to amend the resolution to widen 
a Negeb withdrawal order to in- 
clude the Galilee front in northern 
Palestine. Only Syria, China and 
Belgium supported the amend- 
ment, The remaining eight> na- 
tions abstained. 
Eight Vote for Proposal. 

The United, States, Belgium, 
Colombia, Britain, France, Argen- 
tina, Canada and China supported 
the resolution’s original text after 
the Syriaigamendment failed.”’ 

Under the Council. order, Arabs 
and Jews should negotiate direct- 
ly or through the acting medi- 
ator: 

“(a) The delineation of per- 
manent armistice demarcation 
lines beyond- whieh the armed 
forces of the respective parties 
shall not move; 

“(b) Such withdrawal and re- 
duction of their armed forces as 
will insure the maintenance of 
the armistice during the tran- 
sition to permanent peace in 
Palestine,” 


Statement for Israel. 

Auburey S. Eban, the Israeli 
representative, said the Canadian 
proposal supports the position of 
the Israeli Government.

The committee threw before the 
association membership the ques- 
tion of whether “a full and com- 
prehensive study should be under- 
taken at this time as to the rea- 
sonableness of Western Electric’s 
costs and prices.” It said such a 
study might cost $1,000,000, adding 
that there might be difficulty in 
recruiting the specialists needed 
to make it. 

In the meantime, it said some 


limited studies would be pushed | 


under its direction. The report 
was the result of an intensive 
preliminary injuiry conducted by 
the committee through a staff 
drawn from technical forces of 
various state regulatory commis- 
sions and the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission. It repre- 
gents a concerted endeavor by the 
nation’s official agencies to cope 
with one of the most complex 
phases of the huge telephone in- 
dustry. 
Billion-a-Year Business. 

Western Electric, the committce 
pointed out, is now doing a bil- 
lion-dollar annual business, mak- 
ing more than nine tenths of its 
sales to Bell system companies 
controlled by A.T.&.T. In the 32- 
year period of 1916-47 Western 
Electric made profits of $290,973,- 
000 on its business with the Bell 
gystem, the report showed, of 
which $22,244,000 or 7.6 per cent, 
was derived from Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co., St. Louis.

Like Secretary of Labor 
Maurice J. Tobin, who addressed 
the convention yesterday, Steel- 
man said that Truman’s re-clec- 
tion was a mandate for repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley act. 

Truman sent his congratula- 
tions to President William Green 
and expressed regret that he could 
not attend in person. 


“The American Federation of 
Labor, looking back over its many 
years of service to American wage 
earners, 
what it has. accomplished in their 
behalf,” the President said. 

“Your unions and all patriotic 
Americans can be assured of my 
full support in carrying forward 
a program for the benefit of all 
the people of our nation.

INSTALLMENT CREDIT FIRMS 
MUST REGISTER BY FRIDAY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
Most installment credit firms must 
register with a. Federal Reserve 
Bank by Friday, the Federal Re- 
serve Board said today. 

Registration statements provide 
the means by which the board en- 
forces the controls that were re- 
imposed on installment credit 
Sept. 20 as a means of restricting 
inflationary loans and purchases. 
Failure to register carries the 
sameé penalty as violation of the 
control regulations: a maximum 
of $10,000 fine and 10 years im- 
prisonment. 

Registration is required of busi- 
nesses extending installment sale 
credit on automobiles, cook stovés, 
dishwashers, ironers, refrigerators,

RUSSIAN GENERAL DIES At 46 


MOSCOW, Nov. 16 (AP)—Mos- 
cow newspapers announced today 
the death of Maj. Gen. M. TI. 
Starostin, 46 years old, a high- 
ranking Communist and. a candi- 
date for membership in the Rus- 
sian Communist party’s central 
committee. 

Starostin had a long career as 
a political officer attached to the 
army. During the war he was a 
member of the military council 
of the northern fleet. and was 
first secretary of the Communist 
party for Murmansk. 
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Trade Blockade, He 
Asserts. | 


BELGRADE, Nov. 16 (UP) — 
Premier Marshal Josip Tito* Broz 
served notice on the Coniinform 
today, that, if other Communist 
nations continue to attack him, he 
will turn. Yugoslavia toward the 
West foe: the goods needed to 
build a strong nation. 

The Yugoslav dictator told the 
Ljubljana Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, in his frankest state- 
ment since his split with the Com- 
inform several months ago, that 
he could not understand why 
other Communist nations have 


take 1 a worse stand against Yugo- 


slavia as regards trade than they 
have against the capitalist nations. . 

Blockade Hurting Yugoslavia. 

He admitted in his speech that 
the economic blockade imposed 
on Yugoslavia by its Communist 
neighbors was retarding the coun- 
try’s recovery and threatening its 
five-year plan. 

“A country such as ours which 
has suffered so much during the 
war should not be treated in. this 
way,” he complained. “A people 
who have suffered so much sHould 
be helped: and not hindered to 
leave poverty behind.” 

Tito was read out of the Com- 
inform — Communist Information 
Bureau—last summer; when Com- 
munist leaders. charged him with 
looking toward the “imperialistic 
west” rather than keeping to the 
true Soviet Communist line. ‘The 
Communist nations have imposed 
the economic blockade on Yugo- 
Slavia in an effort to topple Tito’ 
government. 

His speech today was taken as 
an outright warning to the Com- 
inform that if he is not returned 
to full membership in the Soviet 
bloc he will turn his nation far- 
ther toward the west. 

Plea for Communist Unity. 

Tito referred indirectly to trade 
talks and commercial arrange- 
ments Yugoslavia has undertaken 
with some western European 
countries, and said the Commu- 
nist blockade had made it neces- 
sary to take “various measures in 
order to emerge from all possible 
existing difficulties.” 

In an apparent appeal for Com- 
munist unity, he warned that the 
differences developing among the 
Communist nations were being 
eagerly watched by “the reaction- 
ary forces in the world which are 
endeavoring to take advantage for 
their own ends of all negative phe- 
nomena which appear in relation- 
ships between socialistic countries. 

Tito said differences among the 
socialistic people’s democracies 
came at a time when “capitalistic 
and socialistic countries still exist, 
side by side, when there are still 
peoples who are oppressed nation- 


ally, when there is still heartless 
colonial enslavement.”

A temporary restraining order, 
which prevented police from in- 
terfering with the showing of the 
motion picture “Test Tube Babies” 
at the World Theater, 506 St. 
Charles street, was dissolved to- 
day by ‘Circuit Judge’ Harry F. 
Russell on the ground that the 
picture is indecent and violates 
the state criminal code... 


The judge’s dissolution order 
came after an informal “jury” of 
physicians, educators, lawyers and 
representatives of religious groups 
who were invited to a_ special 
showing last night, unanimously 
declared the picture to be a 
harmful moral influerice.. 

Hosea Paul Stroud, president of 
the World Theater Enterprises, 
Inc., which operates the theater 
where the picture has*been shown 
under the temporary injunction, 
immediately announced, upon 
learning of the judge’s order, that 
“Test Tube Babies” would not be 
shown any more: He substituted 
a picture called “Sangamon Fight-. 
er,” a story about Abraham 
Lincoln, __ 

Judge Russell. who said he had 
issued the temporary restraining 
order against the Police. Depart- 
ment “improvidently and _ er- 
roneously,” invited 43 persons to 
a special showing of the picture 
in the screéning room of the Para- 
mount Film’ Distribution Corp., 
2948 Olive street. The audience 
was asked to assist Judge Russell 
in determining whether the pic- 


_|ture was fit for public showings. 


Members of the up agreed 
that the picture violated the ethics 
of good taste and good entertain- 
ment. Comments ranged from a 
layman’s that it had a “great deal 
of scientific merit, but was cheap 
and melodramatic,” to a_physi- 
cian’s observation that it was “def- 
initely indecent, obnoxious and 
medically untrue to the extent that 
it would have no value even to 
medical students.” 

The picture would attract only 

“curiosity seekers,” others said. 
Among the scenes were a. Caesa- 
rian section and a breech birth. 
The physicians in the audience, 
agreed that both were poor en- 
tertainment and ineffective as ed- 
ucational ‘matter. 

Members of the audience snick- 
ered several times during the 
showing. Once was when an ac- 
tor, posing as a drunkard, re- 
marked, “I’m as sober as a judge.” 


s| At other times, several laughed at 


the situations in the plot and at 
the emotionless efforts of one ac- 
tor to sell a book entitled the 
“Art of Love.” 

Police raided the theater last 
Oct. 15, confiscated the film and 
arrested Stroud, his wife and five 
employes. Warrants charging 
maintaining a nuisance were is- 
sued against Stroud and other of- 
ficers of the operating company, 
Ralph Rutledge, vice president, 
and Eugene Brezany Jr., secre- 
tary. They are scheduled for hear- 
ings next Tuesday.

In this fiscal year the Truman- 
vetoed tax cut will cost the Gov- 
ernment, according to the esti- 
mates of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, upward of fite billion 
dollars. As a consequence, the 
Treasury will run into the red by 
an estimated billion and a half 
dollars. Every economist, from 
left to right, agrees that such 
deficit financing in boom times is 
economic insanity. And the hard 
fact is that next year, unless the 
most important commitments of 
the United States are to be brisk- 
ly tossed into the ashcan, Govern- 
ment <apenditures are sure to be 
sharply increased. 


The chief areas of increase can 


accept the appalling catastrophe.

Taft-Hartley Prospects 


No doubt one of the first things Mr. Truman 
will ask the Eighty-first Congress to do is to re- 
peal the Taft-Hartley Act. Since the President 
high-lighted his promise to do this in the recent 
campaign, he may well contend he has a man- 
date on the subject: Moreover, a pledge for re- 
peal is contained in the Democratic platform. 

Of course, labor is not going to let anyone for- 
get its opposition to the Taft-Hartley Act, as 
William Greer’ made clear in his keynote speech 
at the AFL convention in Cincinnati. Green 
asked for the defeat of any member of the 
Eighty-first Congress who votes against repeal. . 


Despite the fact that 15 Senators voted for | 


that law and that about 100 of the 263 Demo- 
crats in the House are from Southern states, the 
chances are the law will be repealed. It has be- 
come, let us say, psychologically necessary for 
labor to see that the Taft-Hartley name is ex- 
punged from the books. The very name has be- 
come a rallying cry and labor insists it must go. 

This does not mean, however, that Congress 
will merely reinstate the Wagner Act. On the 
other hand, if the talk around the Cincinnati 
AFL convention is a criterion, labor is going to 
accept some features of the Taft-Hartley Act 
under another name. And there is little doubt 
that Congress will insist on retaining some of the 
law’s provisions. 

Actually, the” Taft-Hartley Act has some ex- 
cellent provisions. Labor knows it and so does 
President Truman, who invoked the law several 
times to settle industrial disputes. Indeed, it 
serves to strengthen the rank-and-file against 
despotic labor leadership. 


At Cincinnati, labor leaders say that the Wag-' 


ner Act should be amended to give the employer 
a “better break”: that employers should be given 
greater freedom of speech than they were under 
the Wagner Act; that the non-Communist oath 
be continued (as a face-saving device, it will 


‘probably be amended to include employers); 


that no objection will be made to the provision 
requiring unions to submit financial reports be- 
fore obtaining the benefits of the NLRB (many 
unions, of course, have long made financial re- 
ports public on a voluntary basis.) 

There are other provisions, too, that no doubt 
will be written into the new law, such as the ban 
on jurisdictional strikes and secondary boycotts. 
Of great importance is the machinery set up in 
Taft-Hartley to protect the nation in strikes af- 
fecting the economy of the whole nation, such as 
coal and steel. Mr. Truman certainly will not 
let his gratitude to labor blind him to the ut- 
most desirability, indeed necessity of such 
provisions. 

It should be recalled that the Democratic plat- 
form, while calling for Taft-Hartley repeal, did 
not stop there. It pledged the party to 

advocate such legislation as is desirable to 

establish a just body of rules to assure free 
and effective collective bargaining, to deter- 
mine, in the public interest, the rights of 

employes and employers, to reduce to a 

minimum their conflict of interests, and to 

enable unions to keep their membership 
from Communistic influences. 

What seems almost sure to go is the ban on 
the closed shop, which has caused much dissen- 
sion, particularly in the typographical unions, 
whose closed shop agreements in most cases are 
of very old standing. It is pretty sure, too, that 
the Department of Labor, now reduced pretty 
much to a collector of statistics, will be enlarged 
and revitalized. 

So the Taft-Hartley name will go. But many 
of the excellent provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
Act, in all probability, will be rewritten in a new 
law. The pendulum, which swung from Wagner 
to Taft-Hartley, is not going to swing all the way 
back to Wagner.

For a Civil | Defenee Act 


If war should come to this nation again it is. 


more than probable that our cities will be the 
first targets. There could be a dozen “Pearl 
Harbors” spread over the continent. The best 
insurance possible against them is a military 
striking force so powerful that any would-be ag- 
gressor is restrained from attack by knowing re- 
taliation will be swift and terrible. This nation 
is slowly preparing its meager armed services 


‘with that in mind. 


But that is not enough. If millions of citizens 
and a dozen or more cities were to be wiped out 
overnight in a sudden attack, as some military 
leaders and scientists have predicted, it might 
mean a blow from which the nation could not 
recover. At least, it would greatly prolong the 
war. Minimization of death and destruction on 
the highly vulnerable home front a be of 
the utmost importance. 

The potential for that minimization Hes in the 
Hopley report just made to Secretary of Defense 
Forrestal. It calls for a National Office of Civil- 


ian Defense to provide leadership for carrying 


out an elaborate master plan for passive civilian 
defense. It would be tied in with every town 
and city so that if one center suffered heavily, 
the next nearest would instantly give aid. 

Alleviation of bomb damage, fire fighting, res- 
cue procedure, first aid and—most important of 
all—panic prevention would save many lives 
under a program carried out by trained volun- 
teers. In this connection, although first reports 
on the Hopley plan do not mention it, New York 
already has a State War Disaster Corps. Similar 
semi-military organizations, made up of overage 
veterans and others unfit for active military 
duty, could do much to carry out such a pro- 
gram. At least a small proportion of uniformed 
men, amenable to military discipline, would be 
a requisite for satisfactory functioning. 

This country has been exceedingly fortunate 
in that it has not known the horror of domestic 
attack such as England suffered. Lessons taken 
from England show that the better prepared a 
country is for disaster, the better it comes 
through the ordeal. There are 92 cities in this 
nation of more than 100,000 population. Atomic 
bombs, guided missiles, gases, biological war- 
fare and just plain bombs could play havoc with 
any one of them that was taken unprepared. 

Aside from the event of war, a properly func- 
tioning Civil Defense Organization would prove 
its worth in case of major disaster such as the 
explosion at Texas City two years ago. There 
seems to be no valid argument against it. So 
the sooner it is enacted and the wheels are set 
turning, the more soundly the nation can sleep 
at nights. 
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Only Half of the Way 


Community Chest contributions in the first 
week of this year’s campaign ran up to $2,457,- 
256 or more than 51 per cent of the goal. 

At this rate, the total amount would be raised 
ahead of schedule. But everybody knows that 
the pace of a campaign always tends to slow 
down, Most of the big contributions come in 
early. Most of the eager givers get their checks 
into the mail almost as quickly as the drive gets 
under way.

These tracks are still being used at the conven- 
ience of the Public Service Co. to move empty 
street cars from one line to another. Also, the 
between-tracks cobblestones remain to make a 
bus ride anything but the smooth experience 
which the company advertises it to be.

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Russia Uses the Profit Motive 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


An apostle of profit-sharing says the remarkable rise of Soviet out- 
put is a threat to American industrial supremacy; believes that the 
dramatic results of his company’s system of incentives, if emulated 
widely enough, would take this country to “unimagined heights.” 


From an Address by James F. Lincoln, President, Lincoln Electric Co. 


Lincoln Electric Co.’s high wages have 
hecome a striking annual news item. Its 
average wage, according to the Joint Labor- 
Management Relations Committee, rose 
from $2000 in 1928 to $6000 in 1947; out- 
put per man increased sevenfold in 15 
years; the company reduced hours of labor 
in the manufacture of welding electrodes 
96 per cent in 30 years and cut the price 
from 15 cents a pound to 7; yet dividends 
to stockholders steadily increased. 


From evidence seen while in Europe sev- 
eral months ago, it is apparent that indus- 
trial activity there is being maintained on 
a higher level than is imagined by most 
Americans, Plants generally are in full 
operation and all people who want to work 
are employed. 

Although the relatively active condition 
of European industry is mildly surprising, 
the reports of Russian progress are 
alarming. Russia is approaching the 
point where she can 
outproduce the United 
States. This show of 
material prosperity 
and the ability to 


“produce it is doing 


much for Russia in 
her effort to discredit 
us and the democrat- 


. ic idea of free enter- 


prise. 

Oddly enough, Rus- 
sia’s strides are not 
the product of James F. Lincoln 
Marxian Communism. They are the result, 
rather, of a retreat from Communism 
toward individualism. 


Marxism Could Not Do It 


Shortly after 1922, Russian leaders real- 
ized that Communism would never accom- 
plish the tremendous job of aponverting 
Russia’s vast resources into the many need- 
ed products of an industrial country. Grad- 
ually, they have introduced the Russian 
people to the profit motive, 


One recent bit of testimony in praise of 
the profit motive is the decree that every 
Russian now has the right to build and 
own his own home. Each farmer on a col- 
lective farm is given his own private farm 
from which he can derive extra income. 


Both industry and the farm have been 
given a system of incentives and goals as 
elaborate as any ever used in the so-called 
capitalist countries. Russians today are 
paid for what théy produce and not the 
amount of time they put in at their jobs. 
A piece-work pay and bonus system re- 
wards the Russian worker in proportion 
to his productive effort, and the weak sis- 
ters at producing are either shot, sent to 
Siberia or otherwise liquidated. 


One Year, 24 Per Cent 


The effect has been decisive. According 
to a recent report of the State Planning 
Commission during the second quarter of 


this year, the gross output of industry 
stood 24 ‘per cent above the same period . 


last year. Labor productivity has risen 14 
per cent ‘and real wages for the first three 
months‘of 1948 showed an increase of 51 
per. cent over real “— for the first 
quarter of 1947.

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Russians are making progress and it is 
because they have adopted the capitalist 
principle of offering incentives. 


The countries of Europe and the United 
States seem to have forgotten the impor- 
tance of individual incentives. We have 
lost the vital force that made our countries 
great industrial nations, We discourage 
work by paying all men doing the same 


job at the same rate, regardless of how 
much or how little is produced and with- 


out respect for variance in skills. 

This is not intended to imply that we 
should emulate Russia. Their incentive 
system is organized and enforced by a bru- 
tal police state. 


Fading of Class Distinction | 

We. must undertake the responsibility 
of restoring vitality to our industrial life. 
Every man must be made a member of 
the industrial team with a clear under- 
standing of the objectives of that team. 
Each man must share in the net result of 


the team’s performance in the same meas- . 
. ure he has contributed. In other words, a 


man must be paid for the work he accom- 
plishes, not for the time he puts in. 


This philosophy implies a belief that all 
the brains of an organization are not con- 
centrated in so-called management, From 
the point of view of the worker, incentive 
philosophy involves just as drastic changes 
in thinking. It should be observed, though, 
that as men begin to look at their work 
in this light, the distinction between labor 
and management disappears. 

Supplementing this responsibility must 
be an understanding of the fundamental 
economic principle that increased produc- 
tion and lower prices expand a market 
rather than contract it. This in turn neces- 
sitates an acceptance of the idea that there 
is a better way of doing everything that 
is being done today. 

The results have been demonstrated in 
our organization. .The workers, with well- 
established families in the community, are 
happy, well-adjusted citizens. The words, 
labor and labor turnover, are meaningless. 


Inflation Drowned in Production 

At the Lincoln Electric Co. there has 
not been one hour lost through work stop- 
page because of a misunderstanding. Wages 
have steadily increased, as have the num- 
ber of people on the payroll. The stock- 
holders, who include our workers, have re- 
ceived a consistently substantial return. 

Along with this, the company—a concern 
of only 1000 people—has succeeded in be- 
coming the manufacturers of over 50 per 
cent of the welding equipment in this coun- 


‘try. Production per man has increased 


seven times over the rate in 1933, while 


prices have decreased 50 per cent. 

If such results were to be achieved by 
every organization, industrial or otherwise, 
in this country, the burdens today weighing 
our nation with a load under which it 
threatens to collapse would be immeasur- 
ably lightened. We would climb to unimag- 
ined heights, Inflation would vanish and 
government retract to its normal function.

Peasants literally have been butchered by 
thousands, first in struggles to hold back 
invaders and then fighting against villains 
at home. 

Perhaps the most engaging chapters in 
this book deal with the shift in Anglo- 
American support of Mihailovich to Tito. 
Stalin, says Fotich, dictated the betrayal of 
Mihailovich who was greatly admired by 
President Roosevelt and Gen. Eisenhowtr. 
Winston Churchill, who once praised the 
Chetnik patriot, waged Stalin’s campaign 
to force the Western Allies -to repudiate 
Mihailovich and put Tito in power.

The chief ob- 
jection is that a peactime excess 
profits tax will tend to. freeze the 
economy, to the disadvantage of 
the small business man. The sec- 
ond school favors a simple in- 
crease in the graduated tax on 
profits. The objection here is 
that such an increase will add 
fuel to inflationary fires, since 
producers will tend to hand on 
the tax in increased prices to the 
bedeviled consumer. 

Inherent in both forms of in- 
creased taxation is the danger 
that business men will angrily re- 
spond by cutting expansion and 
other commitments to the bone, 
bringing the specter of depression 
out of the wings, to front and 
center stage. Yet the fact re- 
mains that the vast bulk of Mov- 
ernment spending is now essen- 
tially a response to Soviet pres- 
sure. 

No one likes high taxes. Yet it 
is difficult to see how very high 
taxes can be avoided, unless this 
country is simply ‘to fold its hands 
in these menacing times and hope 
for the best while failing to pre- 
pare for the worst. If Gov. Dewey 
knew any other alternative to 
high taxes, he never revealed it.

You're absolutely right, Mrs. L. I think most of the child 


- guidance experts feel just as you do, that such an idea of death 


should not be presented to a youngster.

WHAT CAN WE offer in its place? That is a question 
which can’t possibly be answered in any one way for the whole 
population. Many persons have religious convictions which 
provide them with an answer—with the answer, in fact. Only 
one answer would be acceptable to them, and they already 
have it. 

From your letter I judge that you are not in one of these 
groups, but that you are seeking for some simple way to meet 
a problem that may come into any home. [In that case, it may 
be sufficient to offer a very simple and, one might say, me- 
chanical explanation, leaving any further discussion for some 
future time when the child’s understanding has increased. After 
all, a smal] child is satisfied with almost any explanation, as 
long as it is definite rather than evasive.

THE THING to do, I should say, is to offer the child at 
that age some explanation that will meet three tests: (1) it is 
not inherently incorrect, (2) it will not have to be repudiated at 
gome later age, thereby shaking confidence in the parent, and 
(3) it will not create anxieties or fears, as the “sleep” explana- 
tion might do. It may not be a good explanation but it will 
at least be good as far as it goes, and it won't be bad. 

Any explanation that meets these requirements will suffice 


- for the time being. Many parents have fallen back on the 


analogy with a top that often gets out of order so that it 
won't run any more. That’s something matter of fact that the 
child can understand. More philosophical or theological ex- 
planations can come in their own time.

ACK in Versailies, November 
b faded into December and the 

weeks dragged by until a Sat- 
urday, Dec. 16. My final diary 
entry for that Saturday mentioned 
that the First Army’s attack found 
the going heavy. And I added 


ely: “The German has ad- 


vanced a little.” 
General Eisenhower gaid the ad- 
vance was in a sector known as 


the Ardennes. On Monday, how- 
ever, it Was apparent even to mé 
the Germans had launched a full- 
scale counter-offensive. Ike, the 
one solely responsible for the suc- 
cess or failure of our counter-at- 
tack and therefore the only one 
entitled to the luxury of depres- 
sion, had to smother his own feel- 
ings and act as the eternal opti- 
mist, the confident bucker-upper. 
And he carried off the role with 
perfect aplomb. 


Early the next morning, Dec, 


19, Gen. Eisenhower left for Ver- 


dun in an attempt to get a tight 
grasp on the slippery situation 
and confer with all his top com- 
manders. Patton’s cocky, confi- 
dent attitude was superb amidst 
all the apprehension, he told me 
later. | 

While there, Gen. Ike realized 
Gen. Bradley, with his communica- 


tions cut into shreds and his head- 
quarters in the awkward position 
at Luxembourg, would have diffi- 
culty commanding troops on both 
sides of the German break- 
through. This was when he made 
the controversial split of com- 
mand, giving Field Marsha! Mont- 
gomery direction of all forces to 
the north, including most of the 
First and Ninth Armies; Gen. 
Bradley, forces on the southern 
side of the flank. Gen. Patton 
was to be given extra divisions 
and maké a fierce bite into that 
southern flank. 

Gen. Ike returned to. Versailles 
that evening, weary from the 
rough trip but happier now that 
command problems were straight- 
ened out. 

The morning of Dec. 20 was D- 
day in our own SHAEF sector of 
the break-through—Intellizence re- 
ported a suicide squad of at least 
three-score Germans headed to- 
ward Versailles. 


As I got the story, First Army 
Intelligence had captured a Ger- 
man officer in American uniform 
and given him a good first-degree 
grilling in Liege. He finally con- 
fessed to being one of a band of 
some 60 specially trained men led 
by Otto Skorzeny, the scarfaced 
$.S. commando chief who manevu- 
vered the daring rescue of Musso- 
lini. The crew, composed largely 
of men who spoke English—some 
of them had been in the United 
States—and wore American uni- 
forms, was equipped with proper 
identification papers, all sorts of 
«aptured American vehicles, even 
suicide pills and capsules of acid 
to use as desperate weapons. Their 
single mission, to be accomplished 
with ruthless, fanatic zeal: the 
assassination of Gen. Eisenhower. 

To say this report upset the 
SHAEF staff is pure understate- 
ment. 

Security officers 
turned headquarters 
into a virtual fortress. Barbed 
wire appeared. Several tanks 
moved in. The normal guard was 
doubled, trebled, quadrupled.

pass system became a strict miat- 
ter of life and death, instead of 
the old formality.

Most of 
them, I found, were hoping to 
teach in many different fields— 
history, literature, law, etc. 

I was interested to find how 
very enthusiastic they were of the 
things they had access to in Ox- 
ford—many of which would not 
ordinarily be available to them in 
the United States.

AGE AND TRADITION of the 
school may mean less physical 
comfort to these students but it 
adds greatly to the interest of 
their work. 

Time always runs too fast on 
these occasions and I was sorry

LURAY, Mo., Nov. 15. 


HEN Ethel McSorley was a 

- little girl she said she was 

going to be. a_ telephone 
operator whe she grew up. May- 
be she would have a switchboard 
of her own, if that wasn’t asking 
too much, Now she has a whole 
telephone system with a home 
thrown in at the price of $1200 
and a job lot of spare poles and 
wire for an additional $400; The 
outfit is more than 40 years old 
and a little run down but. Andy, 
her husband, who bought it for 


her, is handy with tools, and he. 


will have it running smoothly in 
a jiffy. Mrs. McSorley is happy 
but so are the directors of the 
Luray Telephone Co. with the 
thing off their hands. And so are 
the 200-odd subscribers, mostly on 
party lines, who are looking for- 
ward to better service. 


When the Luray telephone sys- 
tem was set up in 1907 it filled 
a long-felt need and was the 
last word in modern communica- 
tion, with the party lines busy 
all day long and half the night. 
It started, really, at the near- 
by village of Wyaconda, where 
some adventuring youths rigged 
up an .mateur line between 
Chapel’s drug store and a few 
farmhouses. In 1899 the line was 
extended to the Combs hardware 
store in Luray, but is was not un- 
til 1907 that the Luray Telephone 
Co. Was organized on a mutual 
basis with stockholders, farmers 
who planked down $10 a year and 
business men having to pay $11, 
and directors who were let off 
easy at $7, but were expected to 
make repairs when anything hap- 
pened to the wires, and all of 
them subject to extra assess- 
ments to pay for emergency storm 
damage. 


A three-room frame house was 
built for the exchange and to af- 
ford living quarters for the opera- 
tor. Lines were extended to Ash- 
ton, Granger and Kahoka in Mis- 
souri and Mount Sterling in Iowa. 
The Luray telephone system: was 
on its way. 


It was not intended that any- 
body would make any money out 
of it except the operator and that 
wasn’t much. All the income was 
used for maintenance and for new 
poles and wire as required. Sub- 
scribers, called stockhelders, had 
an interest in the service and were 
expected to keep an eye on the 
lines and report anything wrong 
to the directors, which they did, 
lending a hand if necessary. Most 
of them were young men who 
didn’t mind shinning up a pole 
and straightening out the wires. 
Now, though, they are old and 
not as spry as they used to be and 
here of late the system has been 
getting into pretty bad shape, with 
increasing need of hiring men to 
make repairs, which meant assess- 
ments or letting them go. 


Not long ago the officers and

directors decided that with them 
getting too old and stiff to make 
repairs they were up against it 
and it did look that way, for Tom 
Anderson, the president, was past 
87. Director Al Watson was 87 
too. Several were in the lower 
80’s and the upper 70’s and the 
only one among them who could be 
called young was Manager George 
Boley, who was 67. They talked 
it over and somebody suggested 
that they sell out. It looked like 
a good idea; but they were not go- 
ing to do it if it meant junking the 
system, They had to have tele- 
phones and though the service 
was bad it was better than none. 
If they sold, it would be with the 
understanding that the service 
would be maintained and even im- 
proved. They wouldn’t mind pay- 
ing more for it and they were 
sure the shareholders, as straight 
out subscribers, would feel the 
same way about it. 


What about the price? Well, the 
system was kinda run down but it 
was a going concern with more 
than 200 paying customers in Lu- 
ray, with its population of 200, and 
over an area of about 10 by 12 
miles. The switchboard was 40 
years old but it still worked, and

Economical Menus 


Buying and Roastin 


By Meta Given 


H eviscerating, trussing, roasting, 
and garnishing a fine Thanks- 
giving turkey: 

The poultry industry reports 
plenty of Thanksgiving turkey for 
everyone. The supply is 10 per 
cent below last year’s, so the cost 
will be a little higher than last 
year. Extra fine quality however 
is promised. This should mean 
birds of fine appearance. 


When ordering yours (and dp 
this early) tell your butcher you 
want beauty as well as quality. If 
you want a bird weighing not over 
14 pounds, ask for a hen. A larger 
bird will have to be a tom. Ask 
for a bird without pinfeathkers or 
torn skin. Turkeys that are killed 
by sticking through the palate 
into the brain before bleeding are 
paralyzed. This relaxes tiny mus- 
cles that hold pinfeathers. When 
enough consumers ask for clean 
dressed birds, that will be the kind 
delivered. Ask that a long neck 
be left on and that a straight 
slit be made down the back to re- 
move the crop instead of an ugly 
one down the front of the breast. 
Also ask that the slit made for 
eviscerating not extend up to the 
point of the keel bone. Such a 
long slit often tears enough in 
cooking to leave the flesh bare at 
the point of the bone. Ask that 
feet be removed at the drumstick 
joint. When the feet are hacked 
off above the joint, the meat often 
pulls far up on the bone during 
roasting. 

After cleaning, washing, drain- 
ing, your responsibility for retain- 
ing the bird’s quality and beauty 
begins. To keep the drumsticks 
soft and moist while roasting, 
wrap fat bacon strips spiral fash- 
ion around them. Truss the bird 
so the legs and wings lie as closely 
to the body as possible. The more 
compact the stuffed, trussed bird 
is, the better chance it has for 
remaining juicy while roasting. An- 
other beauty aid is to brush the 
bird with melted fat and keep it 
well covered with several folds 
of cheesecloth that are also sat- 
urated with fat. As the skin and 
cloth dry out in roasting, more 
fat needs to be spread over the 
bird and cloth.. A mop made by 
using several small folds of cheese- 
cloth held together with a pair of 
tongs is excellent. Just dip mop 
into fat and dab fat over the bird 


‘and then over replaced cloth. 


Another question to settle is 
whether to lay the bird on its 
breast or back while roasting. Spe- 


and spoil the flavor of gravy. 
Then it is hot business to turn 
over the: half roasted. turkey. 
When it rests entirely on its back 
on a low rack there are no breast 
marks, no turning over and there 
is less danger of scorching drip-

Incidentally, to keep the par- 
tially carved turkey hot, replace in 
roasting pan and return to oven. 
Don’t put platter and carving uten- 
sils in a heated oven. 

How Long to Cook. 

To determine how long to cook 
turkey, read chart below. It gives 
approximate time required to 
cook chilled stuffed turkeys of 
various weights. Unstuffed tur- 
keys or stuffed birds at room 
temperature require approximate- 
ly five minutes per pound less 
time. Differences in individual 
birds may necessitate increasing 
or decreasing cooking time slight- 
ly.

When this hand occurred in 4 
high-stake rubber bridge game, 
the bidding went as follows: 

South West North 
Pass Pass J 
& Pass Pass 


The only thing that kept North- 
South from taking all 13 tricks 
was the 3-0 spade break, and there- 
fore they could not have been — 
criticized if they had actually bid 
the grand slam. Certainly, that 
contract would be more nearly 
correct, technically, than the five- 
spade contract which was reached. 

Offhand, it may appear that 
North might have raised South’s 
fourspade answer to the four- 
heart cue bid, but it should be 
observed that even a five-spade 
slam try by North would have been 
a “jeopardizing” action insofar as 
North himself was concerned. 
Since South’s response had been 
absolutely forced by the cue bid, 
he might well have had only four 
spades to the queen or perhaps the 
jack, with nothing else of value, 
and in that case, five spades 
would be a very shaky contract. 

Thus, having made the huge bid 
of four hearts, North was not at 
fault for accepting the four-spade 
contract, but South, having so 
much better a hand than his part- 
ner could normally expect, should 
have answered the four-heart cue 
bid with five spades, not four. The 
simple fact was that, under the 
circumstances, South had an excel- 
lent hand!

'@ EARD in a printing office: “I 
H ean: this line set in eye-TAL- 
**iks.” The word italic is de- 
rived from Italia, Latin and Greek 
for Italy. Italic type, usually 
called italics, slopes to the right 
instead of having vertical strokes, 
as in the Roman alphabet in 
which this article is set. It is as 
incorrect to say “eye-TAL-iks” as 
it is to say “eye-TAL-yun” for 
Italian. The “i” of both words 
shoudd have the short sound, as 
in Italy. Be sure to say: i-TAL- 
iks; i-TAL-yun. 

Heard on a murder mystery 
program: “Call in a ber-TILL-yun 
expert and have the room checked 
for fingerprints.” The word used 
4s Bertillon, short for Bertillon 
‘system; a method of identifying 
‘persons from physical measure- 
ments, fingerprints, etc. The sys- 
tem was named for its inventor, 
the French criminologist, Al- 
“-phonse Bertillon. The French 
‘pronounciation is: bair-tee- 


AW(N) . The correct English | 


pronounciation is: BURR-ti-lon. 

. Watch the word experiment. The 
second syllable is not “peer.” The 
“e” should have the short “eh” 
sound as in perish. Say: eks- 
PEHER-i-m'nt. 

The second syllable of sincerity, 
too, should have the “eh” sound. 
Say: sin-SEHR-i-tee. 

Overheard at a drugstore lunch 
counter: “And I want MY-uh-naze 
on mine.” The word mayonnaise 
is a French loan word. In that 
language it is pronounced; maz- 
yaw-NEZZ. The correct American 
pronounciation is: MAY-uh-NAZE. 

Caution. The word vulnerable is 
not “YVUN—er-uh-b’l.” The first syl- 
lable is “vull” to rhyme with dull. 
Say: YVULL-ner-uh-b’l, 

Heard on a soap opera pro- 
gram: “John, don’t be PEW-ryle.” 
The word used is puerile, “child- 
ishly foolish; like a child.” This 
word has three syllables: pu-er- 
ile. Pronounce it: PEW-er-ill. 

Heard at a luncheon club: “Our 
economic problems have grown to 
be tree-MEN-joo-uss.” Tre-men- 
dous has three, not four, sylla- 
bles. The correct pronounciation 
is: tree-MEN-duss. 

Likewise, avoid “SKEH-joo-ull” 
for the word schedule. Broadcast- 
ers, it appears, are required by 
law to use the mispronounciation 
'“SKEH-joo-ull” But we plain peo- 
ple are not required to follow 
their bad example. Let us pro- 
nounce schedule correctly, thus: 
SKEH-jool.
